All the leading stores on Whitehall 
and Peachtree streets closed at 5:30 
in order that their employees might 
hear Mr. Maddox present the reasons 
why every salaried employee should 
take a part of the first offering of 
bonds to conduct the war. 

Second Big Meeting. 


The Atlanta theater meeting was the 
first big Liberty Bond meeting of 
the day. The second big meeting took 
place in the ballroom of the Ansley ho- 
tel last night at 8 o'clock, when the 
sales plan committee of the Liberty 
Bond central committee laid its elabo- 
rate sales plan before a body of 100 
picked salesmen who will go out today 
to put the plan into active operation. 

During the day also there were nu- 
merous speeches by members of the 
Liberty Loan speakers’ bureau before 
the employees of various industrial and 
commercia] organizations. 

The meeting at the Atlanta theater, 
however, was the largest and most in- 
teresting meeting of the day. 

Within half an hour after the stores 
closed, both the orchestra and the first 
gallery of the theater were comforta- | 


bly crowded with clerks and sales- 


people and rarely has a more enthusi- 
astically patriotic meeting been held 
in Atlanta. Many of the audience were 
provided with American flags and it 
presented an inspiring scene. 
Employees Follow Band. 

Much of the enthusiasm of the meet- 
ing was due to the efforts of Lucian 
York, who marshalled the 500 em- 
ployees of the Rich Brothers company, 
and marched them to the theater with 
Barber's band playing patriotic airs 
in advance and patriotic devices in- 
dicating the willingness of the Rich 
employees to help furnish the funds 
for the war. Mr. York himself and 
Walter Rich led the line of march, 

The banners were carried up on the 
stage, where the leading merchants 
were seated. 

W. W. Orr, president of the Atlanta 
Retail Merchants’ association, presided 
and introduced the speaker. After 
thanking the management of the the-

Mystery 5 e 
Arrival in Atlanta 
Of Charles Dawes 


Report Says That Banker 
Has Been Selected to “Re- 
habilitate Railroads of 
France, but as Yet He 
Holds No Rank in U. 8. 
Service. 


An air of considerable mystery is 
attached to the arrival here of Charles 
G. Dawes, millionaire banker of Chi- 
cago. He came to Atlanta iff his pri- 
vate car Wednesday and has since 
been in constant company since then 
with officers of the Seventh regiment 
of engineers, of which Major Sewell 
is in command, although as yet he has 
no official connection with the United 
States service. Neither Major Sewell 
nor Mr. Dawes will make any con- 
clusive .statement as to the definite 
mission of the banker in Atlanta. 
Charles G. Dawes is a national fig- 
ure in the financial world, having been 
comptroller of currency under the ad- 
ministration of Grover Cleveland. He 
is recognized as an authority on busi- 
ness matters, particularly national fi- 
nances and railroad operation. 

Refuses to Make Statement. 

The coming of Mr. Dawes to At- 
lanta has caused a great deal of con- 
jecture among bankers and railroad 
men as to his mission. He was seen 
by newspaper men at the Terminal sta- 
tion, on board his private car, but re- 
fused to make any statement. 

News from other sources states that 
he has put aside his wide interests for 
the time heing and will devote his 
time and his ability entirely to the 
service of the nation. The same source 
furnishes the information that he ap- 
plied for and took an examination for 
the United States army, and is to hold 
the nominal commission of lieuten- 
ant colonel of the reserve engineering 
corps. However, the statement said 
that he was the man upon whom the 
government is depending to rehabilitate 
the railroads of devastated France. 

Upon his arrival Wednesday, he made 


a trip to the Woodward avenue plant 
of the Seventh regiment for a cursory 
examination in company with officers 
of the regiment.’ Since that time he 
has made his headquarters with the

3,450,000 Pairs of Shoes 
Wanted by Government 
For the Army and Navy

Washington, June 1.—Contracts for 
3,450,000 pairs of shoes for the army 
and navy were awarded today through 
the National Defense Council. Delivery 
is to be completed within eight months, 
and the average price per pair will be 
$4.85. The contracts, awarded on com- 
petitive bids, were distributed among 
twenty-seven firms. 

The army will get 2,600,000 pairs of 
the shoes and the navy 850,000. The 
contract represents the largest shoe 
purchase ever made by the government, 
their total value reaching nearly $17,- 
000,000. 

Bidders submitted their estimates on 
the basis of options on vast quantiites 
of leather secured some time ago by the 
defense council's committee on supplies. 
If they cannot purchase leather as 
cheaply directly, the committee on 
supplies will turn over the options to 
them. The main purpose in getting the 
options was to stabilize the leather 
market against heavy purchases for 
government account.

Department of Justice Offi- 
cials Are Inclined to Be- 
lieve That the Situation Is 
Well in Hand. 


NO GENERAL MOVEMENT 
TO DEFEAT CONSCRIPTION 


Officials Assert That Such 

Outbursts as May Occur 
Next Tuesday Will Be 
Sporadic and Not Result 
of General Feeling. 


Washington, June 1.—Department of 
justice officials believe that the situa- 
tion with respect to the draft army 
registration Tuesday is well in hand, 
that there will be no really serious 
disturbances and that the nation will 
wake up Wednesday to find that out- 
bursts have been sporadic and not the 
result of a general feeling against 
the law. 

It was pointed out at the department 
tonight that more than 10,000,000 men 
are required to register under the law, 
and that it would be surprising indeed 
if such a day passed without incident, 
as no general election in this country 
passes without disorder. 

About 30 Persons Arrested. 

Attorney General Gregory’s orders 
had caused the arrest of about 30 per- 
sons up to today in connection with 


more, probably less than half a dozen, 
are expected before Tuesday. Such a 
showing is regarded as extraordinary 
and as a convincing indication that 
there has been no substantial move- 
ment to defeat the purpose of the 
law. ä 
The department expects that there 
may be a number of evasions of the 
registration provision that will look 
large in total, but not when the great 
number subject to the law is consid- 
ered. Many even of those who do 
evade Tuesday are counted upon even- 
tially to come forward to make gc 
withoul prosecution... It was save 
ght that out of the 10,000,000, offi- 
cials are confident the slacilers will 
not number one in one hundred. 

Attorney General Gregory reiterated 
his request that local organizations 
aid in the work of seeing that every 
man between 21 and 30 years of age 
in their communities register his name. 

“I urge patriotic men in every section 
of the country,” he said, “to perfect 
organizations which will see to the 
registration of all names in their com- 
munities, preserving notes showing the 
personal sympathies and activities of 
individuals.” 

Wilson Issues Proclamation. 

President Wilson, in a _ proclama- 
tion issued today, warns all per- 
sons seeking to avoid registration 
by leaving the country expose 
themselves to prosecution and military 
service eventually in spite of their ef- 
forts to avoid it. The president’s proc- 
lamation says: 

“I, Woodrow Wilson, president of the 
United States of America, do hereby 
give warning that all persons subject 
to registration „ who withdraw 
from the jurisdiction of the United 
States for the purpose of evading said 
registration, expose themselves upon 
their return to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, to prosecution for such 
evasion of registration pursuant to sec- 
tion five of the act of congress, ap- 
proved May 18, 1917, which enacts that 
‘any person who shall wilfully fail or 
refuse to present himself for registra- 
tion or to submit thereto as herein pro- 
vided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall, upon conviction in a district 
court of the United States having 
jurisdiction thereof, be punished by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, 
and shall thereupon be duly regis- 
tered.’ ”’ 

OBEY THE LAW, 
URGES HARDWICK. 

Washington, June 1.—(Special. )—Sen- 
ator Hardwick today declared that he 
did not believe reports now current 
that there would be forcible resistance 
to army registration.

On Short Rations 


DoTheir Fighting 


There Are Now Two Meat- 
less Days a Week in Ger- 
man Trenches, and Bread 
Ration Has Been Cut One- 
Third. 


With the British Armies in France, 
June 1.—(Via London. From a Staff 
Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
The conditions as to food supplies in 
Germany may be conjectured from the 
fact that it now is definitely settled 
that the best fed of the German fight- 
ing units subsist on a ration which 
equals only three-fifths in weight and 
value that issued to the British troops. 
The best nourished German troops are 
those in reserve just back of the fight- 
ing lines. They receive the maximum 
ration. Since the spring of 1916, how- 
ever; their bread allowance has been cut 
down one-third. The greater part of 
this reduction has occurred during the 
last efght months. 

There now are two meatless days a 
week in the German trenches. Even 
the indispensable sausage allowance 
has been cut down to two and three- 
quarter ounces daily. Rice has been 
eliminated entirely, being replaced by 
dry turnips. 

A comparison between the British 
and German rations is interesting and 
illuminating. The only issues which 
are common with the two forces are 
bread, meat and vegetables. These are 
common in substance, but not in weight 
or quality by any means. The Germans 
have exclusively an issue of flour and 
sausage, while the British have exclu- 
sively rice, oatmeal, jam, cheese and ba- 
con. .

It is estimated the auto tax will yield 
about $41,000,000. 

With its task virtually completed ex- 
cept’ for the newspaper and magazine 
section, the committee tonight ad- 
journed until Monday so that treasury 
experts may spend tomorrow putting 
the redrafting into legal shape. The 
bill probably will be ready for submis- 
sion to the senate early next week. 

Tomorrow Senator Simmons, chair- 
man, and Senator Penrose, ranking re- 
publican member, will confer informally 
with representatives of publishers and 
postoffice department officials regard- 
ing the proposed taxation of publica- 
tions in lieu of the increased second- 
class mail rates in the house bill. 

Under the committee’s amendment all 
moving picture theaters charging less 
than 25 cents admission would escape 
the tax of 1 cent on each dime paid im- 
posed by the house measure. Senator 
Penrose championed this change, urg- 
ing that the moving picture house is 
the poor man’s theater. It was decided 
to retain the house plan of taxing 
other places where admission is 
charged. 

The Auto Tax. 


Treasury experts estimate that there 
are 1,400,000 owners of automobiles 
subject to the $7.50 tax; 760,000 subject 
to the $10 levy; 1,219,000 in the $15 class 
and 231,000 gubject to the $20 rate. 
The license taxes, payable by motor 
vehicle owners direct, take the place 
of the house tax of 5 per cent upon 
manufacturers of such vehicles. 

The committee’s section would pro- 
vide: 

“That on and after July 1, 1917, spe- 
cial taxes shall be, and hereby are, im- 
posed annually on owners of automo- 
biles and motorcycles as the rate of tax 
to be based on each automobile or 
motorcycle as follows: 

“Motorcycles, $2.50; automobiles, list- 
de retail price at time of purchase, not 
over $500, $7.60; over $500 and not over 
$1,000, $10; over $1,000 and not over 
$2,000, $15; over $2,000 and not over 
$3,000, $20; $3,000 and over, $25. 

“Provided that the special taxes 
herein imposed shall not apply to 
manufacturers and dealers ag to un- 
sold automobiles and motorcycles held 
for sale, or to owners of automobiles or 
motorcycles held for sale, or to owners 
of automobiles or motorcycles used ex- 
clugively for business; provided fur- 
ther, that evidence of payment of the 
tax shall be by receipt or stamp to be 
attached to automobile or motorcycle 
under such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the commissioner 
of internal revenue, with the approval 
of the secretary of the treasury; and 
provided further, that the special tax 
paid within a fiscal year shali not be 
imposed again within that fiscal wear 
if ownership changes.“ 

A modification to be drafted later 
will provide a reduction of 10 per cent 
in the license taxes for each year’s 
use of automobiles up to five years, or 
a maximum allowance of 50 per cent.

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DEFY GOVERNMENT: 
ARONSTADT SEIZED 


Council of Workmen’s and 
Soldiers’ Delegates Have 
Taken Control of the 
Great Fortress Which De- 
fends Petrograd. 


RECOGNITION REFUSED 
TO THE GOVERNMENT 


In Addition to This Rebel- 
lion Strikes Have Been Or- 
dered in Many Russian 
Factories for Purpose of 
Paralyzing Production. 


New York,. June 1.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The taking over of the govern- 
ment of the great fortress of Kronstadt 
by the local council of workmen’s and 
soldiers’ delegates and strike out- 
breaks in many of the large munition 
factories of Petrograd, indicate that 
the new provisional government of 
Russia is meeting with increased in- 
ternal opposition. 

Kronstadt, 20 miles west of Petro- 
grad, is the main fortress guarding the 
Russian capital and is the main port 
of entry to the capital from the Baltic 
sea. The workmen’s and soldiers’ dele- 
gates there not only have taken charge 
of the town; but have declared that 
they do not recognize the provisional 
government. The coundil announced 
that all relations between Kronstadt 
and Petrograd hereafter will be car- 
ried out only through the Petrograd 
branch of the workmen’s and soldiers’ 
delegates, which recently caused the 
overthrow of several members of the 
Russian cabinet. a 

More than 120 of the largest factories 
in Petrograd are threatened with a 
complete tie-up because of strike de- 
mands made by workmen. Several fac- 
tories already have been tied up by 
strikers and a conciliation board is en- 
deavoring to bring about an agreement 
between the workmen and their em- 
ployers. 


KRONSTADT TAKEN 
BY THE RADICALS. 


Petrograd, June 1.—(Via London.)— 
The fateful decision of the workmen's 
and soldiers’ delegates to assume control 
of Kronstadt, the great fortress which 
defends Petrograd, was carried by a 
vote of 210 votes against 40. 

It is announced by the workmen's 
and soldiers’ -delegates that henceforth 
the relations of Kronstadt with Petro- 
grad and the remainder of Russia will 
be only through the intermediary of 
the Petrograd branch of the delegates. 
The local workmen's and soldiers’ coun- 
cil at Kronstadt announces that it has 
taken in its hands the effective power 
of Kronstadt, that it does not recognize 
the provisional government and ‘that 
it has removed all the governmént’s 
representatives. 

The minister of justice has notified 
his colleagues of this development and 
on their instructions has communi- 
cated with the Kronstadt council 
through the Petrograd council with a 
view to inducing the Kronstadt coun- 
cil to revoke its orders. 


London, June 2.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company from Petro- 
grad says A. I. Konovaloff, minister 
of commerce and trade, has resigned, 
owing to a complete divergence in 
views with M. Skobeleff, minister of 
labor, concerning the economic and 
financial measures necessary in the 
present crisis. 


PARALYZING STRIKES 
ORDERED IN RUSSIA. 


Londun, June 1.—Strikes or other 
measures to paralyze production have 
been decided upon in more than 120 of 
the largest factories in Petrograd, most 
of which are engaged in war work, 
Reuter’s Petrograd correspondent tele- 
graphs. 

After the failure of efforts of the 
conciliation board to reach an agree- 
ment on many points, the staffs of the 
factories resolved to strike or alter- 
natively to paralyze work by carrying 
out all regulations to the letter. The 
time and form of strikes to be decided 
in each fattory separately.

7e 2 ee e e eee 
Thanks Due to France. 

“We can never thank France enough 
for stopping the Germans at the Marne. 
When General Joffre rallied his mil- 
lion Frenchmen to throw back the mil- 
lion and a half victorious Germans 
that were pressing towards Paris, he 
compassed the greatest victory of 
right over might that the world has 
seen. For three long years the allies 
havé been holding back this power and 
our people did not realize, until the 
French and British missions came over 
here last month, how near they were 
to the state of exhaustion. It needs 
all of America’s power to save the day 
and stem the rising tide of militarism 

and unscrupulous despotism. 

“Those of our people who hesitate 
about giving aid to the allies do not 
realize what they have done for us 
during the last three years: The Brit- 
ish fleet is the only thing that has 
stood between us and commercial ruin. 
But for it our commerce would have 
been swept from the seas. 

„Even now we are by no means out 
of peril. It is fearful to contemplate 
the dangers that may come to us, 
should Russia collapse, the western 
1 be broken and the English navy 
de defeated. Peace with Russia would 
’ free a million and a half af German 
prisoners, would release a million Ger- 
man soldiers for service against France 
and might spell disaster for us. If the 
allies are beaten the kaiser will de- 
mand of us the money to indemnify 
Germany for the war.” 

Mr. addox explained why it was 
necessary that the war be fought out 
with the sevings of the people and why 
the banks which must keep their re- 
sources in a state of fluidity could not 
Subscribe for all of the bonds. He 
said that if America issued bonds on 
the same basis that they were issued 
during the civil war, considering the 
vastly superior banking resources of 
the country, sixty billions could be 
floated as easily as three billions then. 


Subscribers in Germany. 


Ten per cent of the population of 
Germany subscribed to the last bond 
issue floated there, he said. Out of a 
population of 47,000,000 England had 
8, 000, 000 subscribers. If 10 per cent of 
the people of Atlanta subscribed it 
would mean 20,000 individual subscrib- 
ers, and, at an average of $100 each, 
that would make the city account for 
$20,000,000 of the bonds. While he did 
not expect that many to be taken here, 
there should be no difficulty in Atlanta 
taking care of more than her share of 
the loan. 

The speaker compared the part that 
the United States is to take in the war 
to that of the dynamite used in sup- 
pressing Atlanta's great fire. 

“The United States is required to put 
in her dynamite to end this great con- 
flagration and save the world,” he de- 
clared. “Every man, woman and child 
is asked to make a subscription for 
these bonds. If you cannot pay for 
them in the payments stipulated by the 
treasury department, you can make easy 
arrangements for 3 payments 
with the banks, and employers have 
also made arrangements for disposing 
of the bonds on easy payments. If you 
set apart a little of your wages for this 
purpose, it will encodrage you to do 
your bit, make you feel that you are a 
part of the great force that is defeat- 
ing German espotism and will help you 
in home economy.”

ATLANTA-TO-MACON 


Office of Good Roads Satis- 
fied and Action by Secre- 
tary Houston Expected 
Soon, Says Judge Patter- 
son. 


The Atlanta-to-Macon highway 
project of the state highway commis- 
sion has received the official approval 
of the office of good roads of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
and now awaits but the approval of 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston him- 
self, according to Judge T. E. Patter- 
son, chairman of the state highway 
commission, who returned from Wash- 
ington Friday. 

Judge Patterson had been to Wash- 
ington to consult with Director W. lL 
Page, of the office of good roads, con- 
cerning the Atlanta-to-Macon high- 
way, misunderstanding of several de- 
tails of which were holding up the 
approval of the federal department. 
Jude Patterson believes that, with 
the 7approval of the office of good 
roads already secured/ there will be 
no trouble when the matter goes be- 
fore the secretary of agriculture ‘and 
that the project will be approved and 
that the state highway commission 
will likely receive official notification 
of such 8 by the latter part 
of next week. 

The status of the Atlanta-to-Macon 
highway has been holding up the en- 
tire appropriation of federal funds for 
aid in road construction in Georgia, 
said Judge Patterson, and the ap- 
proval of this project will release not 
only the approximately $938,000 of fed- 
eral money for the Atlanta-to-Macon 
project, but the entire first year’s ap- 
Bropriation of $135,000. 

The only possibility of a hitch which 
Judge Patterson sees now is in the 
counties between Atlanta and Macon 
standing by their agreements to sign 
the contracts for construction, upon 
which contracts the federal money 
will be forthcoming.

EAN ITS CROW! 


The Chicago Tribune has for years 
looked upon itself as a sort of sponsor and 
guardian for the negroes generally, and more 
particularly those in the south. 

It has watched eagerly for all reports 
of friction among the blacks and whites in 
the south and for years it has been con- 
ducting a lecture campaign against the 
south, condemning its shortcomings in its 
treatment of the negro, and calling upon 
the ceuntry-at-large to discipline the incor- 
rigible south if it persisted in ignoring The 
Tribune’s oft repeated admonitions. 

The Tribune’s crow has at last found its 
platter! 

For further particulars refer to recent 
dispatches to The Constitution and the news- 
papers generally concerning the Illinois 
mobs that attacked the negroes of East St. 
Louis for no other offense than that they 
were trying to make an honest living—the 
opportunity to do which, freely and fairly, 
is not denied the negro in any southern city. 

To do The Tribune full justice, however, 
let us say that it swallowed its dish with 
becoming dignity and made a better job of 
it than most newspapers would have done 
under similar conditions. 

And now that another idol has been shat- 
tered, let us hope that The Tribune will join

and adjoining small towns everywhere is 
put under cultivation, in connection with 
the larger farm-work of the country, there 
will be no food problem.

ALL BUT TREASONABLE. 


Those “conscientious objectors” to se- 
lective conscription in particular and to war 
in general made a sorry spectacle of them- 
selves at their meeting in New York when 
they indulged their passion in a ‘saturnalia 
of criticism and abuse of their country’s 
attitude. No possible good can spring from 
such near-treasonable sentiments as were 
uttered there. 

The voicing of the declaration that “we 
dishonored ourselves by declaring war with- 
out adequate or reasonable cause,” espe- 
cially when the source is of such promi 
nence as ex-United States Senator Works, 
constitutes an abuse of the American guar- 
antee of free speech that is as disgraceful 
as it is unwarranted. And this was only 
one of a whole category of similar inflam- 
matory, anti-American utterances polluting 
the air within that hall. 

That there are “conscientious objectors” 
to war and to compulsory military service 
is a fact, and it is duly recognized by the 
government. In this free country every 
man has a right to his opinion—on war and 


the nebular hypothesis; and a man can be 
a “conscientious objector” to war, and still 
be none the less a patriotic citizen. As a 
matter of. fact, a man’s conscience is his 
best guide, and a conscientious objector to 
anything is far and away a better citizen 
than is a hypocrite. 

Yet, there is a time for voicing one’s 
scruples when it can do no harm nor bring 
one’s patriotism and motives into rightful 
question; and the time for voicing objec- 
tion to the military measures duly adopted 
by our government in this war is past. 

War has been declared: we are in the 
very heat of it, and the business of the hour 
—the sole business of every patriotic citi- 
zen, man, woman and child—is. to support 
the flag and the administration and make 
a success of our military enterprise. The 
time for argument as to the justice of the 
cause or of the decision, which was indorsed 
overwhelmingly by the American’ people, 
has gone by. It ended with the declaration 
of war; and all caviling and cant now bear- 
ing upon the water that has gone over the 
dam amounts only to crippling our govern- 
ment and pumping wind into the enemy’s 
sails.

THE OLD-TIME GRIST MILL. 


The old-time grist mill is getting busy 
again in sections where it had been aban- 
doned for mills with improved machinery— 
where the larger demand for the products 
it handled had practically put it out of busi- 
ness. a 

The Providence Journal tells of the 
owner of a grist mill at Sandy Hook (Conn.), 
who recently ground up a few bags of wheat 
which, mixed with western flour; proved a 
cheaper material for bread, and says that— 


“this brings us back to the days of hard- 
ly more than a generation ago, when 
northern farmers produced grain on their 
farms and had it ground in the neighbor- 
ing grist mill, then an institution to be 
found within a few miles of every neigh- 
barhood. 

“There was no indication in those days 
that the ground product of the grain, 
whether corn or wheat, was inferior to 
any produced elsewhere. But now, with 
the advent of modern machinery, our 
civilization seems, to demand a flour 
from which every particle of nutritious 

ruten, so far as it tends to discolor the 

lour, is eliminated. As for homegrown, 
home-ground corn meal, that is a rarity 
known only to a few old-time epicures 
and secured by them with considerable 
si pi me 

“In the southern Appalachians, how- 
ever, the old-time grist mill is still in 
use. The farmers there raise their own 
corn, and the miller grinds it as they 

. desire it, usually a bushel at a grist, 
from which the miller reserves a measure 
for his toll.“ 


And here and there, in farming sections 
throughout the south, the old-time grist 
mill is still in evidence—busier than ever, 
and but a brief journey from the farmer’s 
door, if not actually a part of the progress- 
ive farmer’s equipment for handling the 
grain right where it is grown. 

And there is the water-ground meal, in 
such high favor with those “who know 
what's good,’—the legend of its healthful- 
ness has been handed down through genera- 
tions. 7

“BLACK MAN, STAY IN THE SOUTH,” — 
NOW SAYS: THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 


(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

They say down south that “niggers are 
all right in their place,“ but where is that 
place? South? At Memphis, Tenn., a negro 
was recently burned alive. North? At East 
St. Louis, III., negroes are mobbed, beaten, 
and run out of town. 

We taunt the south with race prejudice 
when it burns a “bad: nigger,” but just see 
how we northerners detest even “good nig- 
gers!’ The real race prejudice is ours. Our 
very philanthropists betray it. They say to 
a black man, “God bless you, good-bye,” 
whereas the south says, “ you, 
come here!“ Or put it this way: The 
northerner is a great friend of the negro but 
not of a negro; the southerner is a great 
friend of a negro, but not of the negro. 

Professor Munsterberg once described the 
race as “passive at every turn of fortune,” 
yet within the last year negroes by the thou- 
sand have actively undertaken to find a 
place for themselves. They have come 
north. It was a huge mistake. They es- 
cape barbarous punishment for their occa- 
sional crimes while winning no appreciation 
for their habitual virtues. They are dis- 
liked. When their presence becomes a bur- 


Gen, as at East St. Louis, they are abused. 

It is on these terms only that they en- 
joy the longed for “liberties of the north“ 
its “social equality.“ for instance. But do 
they really enjoy that? Our observation 
goes to show that the negro is happiest when 
the white race asserts its superiority, pro- 
vided that sympathy and understanding ac- 
company the assertion. Not long ago a 
Virginian noticed a very gloomy black por- 
ter in a northern hotel, and, learning that 
the negro had come from Virginia, said, 
“You black fool, go back to Vir- 
ginia!“ The reply revealed much: “Oh, 
Cunnel, dem's de fust kind wuds dat's been 


spoken to me since Ah come up noft!“ 


Southerners insist that the nigger must 
be kept down.” They. enforce the color line. 
Yet they will work side by side with ne- 
groes, befriend. them in adversity, and over- 
look their minor failings. Gradually they 
are working toward better surroundings for 
the negro. They do not hate negroes. In 
their hearts they like them., Said Dooley:

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HEALTH TALKS 


HARD, SOFT AND MEDIUM CORNS. 

The skin is constantly renewed by the 
multiplication’ of cells in its deeper layer and 
the shedding of cells on the surface—the new 
cells pushing the older ones off. If pressure 
is exerted against a given spot on the skin, 
the old, dried out cells are prevented. from 
escaping ahead of the new young ones, and 
crowded back in a compact mass. The cells 
pile up and spread out under the point of 
pressure, producing a sort of miniature epi- 
thelial volcano topside down. That is a corn. 

If the pressure is made by the shoe, it is 
a hard corn. If the pressure is made by an 
adjoining toe, it is a soft corn. The only 
difference is that the soft corn is kept moist. 

If the pressure is not constant, as on the 
soles in walking, a callous is produced. 

Short shoes with narrow toes cause most 
of the corns in our best families. 

The human hoof is a lot wider than any 
fashionable shoemaker cares to admit. Meas<« 
ure your own with your weight on the foot, 
and see how much narrower your shoes are. 

People confined to’ bed for a period of 
many weeks always get rid of their corns, 

Remove the pressure from the corn if you 
hope to cure the corn. A felt ring may do 
this, but a shoe large enough for the hoof is 
essential. bes 

To remove a corn, first soften it by seak⸗ 
ing the foot in very hot water for twenty 
minutes, then drying, and applying the fa<« 
mous corn-cure—five grains of salicylic acid 
dissolved in half an ounce of flexible collo< 
dion, painted on the corn only This softens 
the corn, so that it may be picked off. If 
necessary repeat the treatment daily—no 
harm in a hot foot bath every night—until 
the last vestige of the corn is removed. Then 
all you have to do is avoid pressure on the 
spot, to prevent recurrence. 

Broad-toed shoes are essential for the 
cure of soft corns. 

Never cut a corn or callous without first 
washing your hands thoroughly, boiling or 
thoroughly washing the razor with hot soapy 
water and alcohol, and painting the skin over 
and all about the area to be carved with tint~ 
ture of iodine. 

Soft corns may be treated the same as hard 
corns, but the toes should be kept separated 
by small pieces of sterile gauze, or absorb- 
ent cotton, changed once or twice a day to 
prevent moisture.

ANSWER—You would be almost certain 
to become infected if you were to marry a 
man with tuberculosis. Tuberculosis ie not 
easily contracted, but prolonged, intimate 
personal contact is the way you catch it.

ANSWER—One egg, well thrashed. Pinch 
of salt. Butter size of walnut, melted. One 
cup sweet milk. One teaspoonful baking 
powder. One cup wheat flour. One cup wheat 
bran. Bake in gem tins.

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WAR FINANCE PLANS 


Interesting Comparisons 
With Other Wars. 


Savannah, Ga., June 1.—(Special.)— 
Before the Georgia Bar association in 
annual session at Tybee today, Hollins 
N. Randolph, attorney for the federal 
reserve bank of this district, read an 
interesting paper upon the subject of 
financing the war with Germany. 
After reviewing the terms and legal 
phases of the act of congress providing 
for the seven billion dollar war budget 
under which two billions of Liberty 
Bonds are now being sold, and statin 
the machinery of the twelve federa 
reserve banks which are fiscal agents 
for the sale of these bonds, Mr. n- 
dolph declared that the success of this 
loan will mean that the wisdom of the 
federal reserve banks has again been 
demonstrated, particularly when it is 
considered that at the time of their es- 
tablishment in 1914 it was not in the 
mind of any one that they would be 
— upon to perform such a func- 
on. 


Cest of Other Wars. 


An interesting feature of Mr. Ran-: 


dolph's address was the statement as 
to the cost of other wars in which the 
United States has been engaged. The 
war of the revolution cost nine million 
dollars, which was borrowed largely 
from France and Holland at 4 and 5 per 
cent. The war of 1812 with Great Brit- 
ain cost one hundred and six million 
dollars at 5%, 6 and 7 per cent. The 
Mexican war cost thirty-six million dol- 
lars at 5% and 6 per cent. The 
civil war cost the federal government 
three billion dollars at 5, 6 and 7.3 per 
cent. The Spanish-American war cost 
two hundred million dollars, and this 
das raised by a popular bond issue at 
3 per cent, with 320,226 subscribers. Of 
these 180,573 took less than $600 of the 
bonds. 

Mr. Randolph showed that since the 
beginning of the war there are bein 
made in the United States profits o 
two billion dollars every three months, 
or enough to take the entire issue of 
‘Liberty Bonds. He stated that if every 
one of the forty million individuals en- 

AN. in gainful occupations in the 

nited States would subscribe to these 
bonds to the extent only of 5 per cent 
of his or her total possessions the loan 
would be subscribed six times over. 

The annual interest charge on the 
public debt in the United States after 
the civil war was $4.10 per capita. After 
the United States has issued five billion 
dollars in connection with the present 
war the {nterest charge per capita will 
be only $1.88 on the public debt. There- 
fore if it took fifteen billions to finance 
the war with Germany, the interest 
would be only slightly in excess per 
capita of that in 1880. 


What United States Can De. 


Mr. Randolph showed that with an 
aggregate wealth of two hundred and 
ninety-five billions the four countries, 
England, France, Germany and Austria, 
have already spent forty two and one- 
half billions on the war. The aggre- 
gate wealth of the United States is 
today over two hundred and fifty bil- 
lions, so that if necessary, on the same 
basis, we could raise nearly as much in 
7 90 same period as these four coun- 
ries. 

In conclusion Mr. Randolph said: 

“While the financing of the war will 
require stupendous effort, of course it 
will be accomplished, because our peo- 


ple have never yet failed and will nev- 


er fail to accomplish whatever they set 

their heads to do, particularly in a task 

that involves vitally and fundamentally 

‘the peace that gave her birth and hap- 
iness and the peace which she has 
reasured.’ ”’

Or Wait for Draft 


And Serve in Ranks 


Volunteers Will Get Posi- 
tions of Command, Asserts 
Captain Heidt, in Urging 
Georgians Not to Wait for 
Conscription Period. 


Captain G. V. Heldt. in charge 
of the army recruiting station in the 
postoffice building, is doing all in his 
power to impress upon the boys of 
Georgia that the time for them to enter 
the service of the United States in the 
army is right at the present time, and 
not later on when forced to do so by 
conscription. Captain Heidt’s state- 
ment is not merely from the viewpoint 
of the recruiting officer, hut from one 
Georgian to another. 

His efforts to bring to the young 
men of this state a realization of the 
opportunity offered to those who will 
get into the regular army right now 
have attracted the. attention of people 
over the state. Friday, a second circu- 
lar letter to every mayor of every 
township in the state was issued, call- 
ing upon these officials to organize a 
committee in each county seat to in- 
form the young men of the district 
what the army offers, and just why 
they should join the colors now. 

“I feel that the people of Georgia 
should know the facts,” he said Fri- 
day. “The men who get in now are cer- 
tainly going to be promoted. There is 
no doubt of it. Unless the young men 
of Georgia realize the truth of what I 
am going to say, Georgia will be com- 
manded instead of commanding. Merit 
will tell. Just as surely as the sun 
rises, 18,000 officers are going to be 
appointed from the men who are vol- 
unteering now, and it will be these 
men who will have the chance for the 
commissions that are to be filled in 
September and October. 

If the Georgians would let us train 
them, they would stand the best chance 
for those higher offices in the army. 
The reason that these places will be 
open is that sixty-odd new regiments 
are to be formed in the near future. 
This will create the 18,000 vacancies of 
which I speak—and these vacancies 
will be in the grades of corporal and 
sergeant. At the present time war de- 
partment orders contemplate the ap- 
pointment of 7,500 commissioned offi- 
cers from the sergeants and corporals 
selected in September and October. 
These commissions will range from 
lieutenancies to captarncies. 

“Today the regular army is simply a 
training school for officers. It occupies 
practically the same position as does 
the officers’ reserve training camp. 
Men who are enlisting in September 
and October will be in line for these 
higher vacancies. 

“In the reserve army to be raised in 
September more than 150,000 non-com- 
missioned officers will be needed. If 
the Georgia boys fail to get in on this 
chance for rapid advancement, the best 
chance ever offered in the United States 
army, then it is their own fault, because 
army officers everywhere, and especial- 
ly in Georgia, are doing all in their 
power to make them realize what is 
going on.“

October contracts 
sold up from 21.03 to 21.98 and closed 
at 21.93, with the general list closing 
strong at a net advance of 62 to 78 
points. 

The market was rather nervous and 
unsettled before the government report 
was issued. The opening was steady 
at an advance of 5 to 9 points and ac- 
tive months sold about 8 to 10 points 
net higher right after the call, but 
there was considerable realizing. 

July eased off from 21.88 to 21.68 and 
October from 21.30 to 21.17 before the 
end of .the morning. The first ad- 
vance on the official condition figures 
carried July to 21.97 and October to 
21.55, but met very heavy profit-taking, 
under which the market soon weakened.

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UNWRITTEN LAW FALS 
TO SAVE RUSH STRONG 


. Man Who Killed 
Luttrell Convicted of Vol- 
untary Manslaughter. 


Knoxville, Tenn. June 1.—Rush 
Strong, who has been on trial here since 
Monday for the killing of Sam B. Lat- 
trell, Jr., in July, 1916, was today found 
guilty of voluntary manslaughter by 
the jury after twelve hours of actual 
deliberation. Under the laws of the 
state the verdict carries with it an in- 
determinate sentence in the peniten- 
tiary of two to ten years. 

The verdict of the jury was announc- 
ed by Foreman C. H. Swan shortly 
after court convened at 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon. The verdict had been 
reached at 2:30 o’clock this aftern%on, 
but the later time was fixed by the 
court to have all interested parties 
present. 

Strong pleaded the unwritten law in 
justification. He claims that Luttrell 
had drugged and assaulted Mrs. Strong. 
Mrs. Strong went on the stand and cor- 
roborated her husband's story.

31 by Draft Period 
Must. Be Registered 


There seems to be some doubt in the 
minds of some as to whether those 
who will pass their thirty-first birth- 
day between the date of registration 
and the time that the draft is made 
will be required to register. * 

They will. According to instruc- 
tions from Washington every man 
who was born between June 5, 1886, 
and June 5, 1896, and who is now a 
resident in this country or a citizen 
of the United States, irrespective of 
his residence, will be required to reg- 
ister or incur the penalties of law 
provided for his failure to do so. 

Discussing this feature of the ques- 
tion Friday, District Attorney Hooper 
Alexander said: 

“Undoubtedly the young man who is 
31 years old on June 6 will be just as 
liable to registration as if he were 25 


on that day. The man who is 31 on 
June 5 is out; the man who is 21 on 
that day is in, as are all those who 
come between the ages named.” 

Mr. Alexander was of the 
that, while the man who woul 
his thirty-first birthday between the 
date of registration and draft was lia- 
ble to registration, he would not be 
taken on the draft as they would take 
only those who had not yet passed 
their thirty-first Mrthday.
